In our last issue the production of the tin and copper industries 
for the year 1881 was fully considered ; together with the general 
summaries of production of ores and metals. In this notice we will 
follow with those other metalliferous industries, including lead, zinc, 
pyrites, &c., together with the production of ore, yield of metal, 
prices, and an account of the miscellaneous and earthy minerals, 
including clays, salt, barytes, &c. ’ 

LEAD ORE, LEAD, AND SILver.—The total quantity of lead ore 
raised and sold in the United Kingdom in the year 1881 amounted 
to 64,702 tons, of the value of 656,725/., yielding of metallic lead 
48,587 tons, of the value of 728,805/.; the amount of silver obtained 
was 308,398 ounces, of the value of 67,1401. The returns of lead ore, 
lead, and silver, for the years 1880 and 1881, are as follows -—

A general falling off is shown by these figures, amounting in the 
lead ore to 7827 tons, in metallic lead to 8562 tons and 5680 ounces 
of silver. 

Prices of lead ore have for many years been gradually falling; in 
1880 they exhibited a slight recovery ; the year 1881, however, shows 
a decline ; the average price of lead ore at the Holywell and Aberyst- 
with sales, rejecting a few low and high priced parcels, did not ex- 
ceed 10/. 3s. per ton, the highest prices quoted being 12/. 18s., the 
lowest 8/. 14s.6d. The average highest and lowest prices of lead 
ore in the three years ending 1881 was as follows :—

Glancing through the list of mines selling ore in 1881, afew of the 
more important give the following returns of lead ores, lead, and 
silver. The mines of the Governor and Company, in Cumberland, 
return lead ore 1445 tons, lead 1032 tons, and silver 7225 ounces. The 
Roman Gravels, in Shropshire, 2921 tons of ore and 2395 tons of lead. 
In Yorkshire, Arkengarth Dale raised 1959 tons of ore, yielding 1469 
tons of lead and 2938 ounces of silver. Greenside Mine, in Cumber- 
land, 1236 tons of ore, 904 tons of lead, and 13,500 ounces of silver. 
The mines of the Governor and Company, in Durham and Northum- 
berland, give a total of 5090 tons of ore, 3816 tons of lead, and 
19,080 ounces of silver. 

Turning to Wales, we find the Lisburne Mines, in Cardiganshire, 
raised 1005 tons of ore, giving 750 tons of lead, and 3550 ounces of 
silver. The Van Mine, in Montgomeryshire, gives 2600 tons of ore, 
2080 tons of lead, and 23,400 ounces of silver. In Flintshire, the 
Talargoch Mine returns 1250 tons of ore, 937 tons of lead, and 8120 
ounces of silver; the North Hendre Mine producing 1152 tonsof ore, 
864 tons of lead, and 4608 ounces of silver. Again, in Denbighshire, 
the Minera Mines give 1394 tons of ore, 1050 tons of lead, and 6970 
ounces of silver; and the Llanfyrnach Mine, in Pembrokeshire, 
1695 tons of ore, 1241 tons of lead, and 9575 ounces of silver. The 
Isle of Man, rich in its argentiferous lead deposits, produced at the 
Foxdale Mines 3419 tons of ore, giving 2500 tons of lead and 69,080 
ounces of silver; the Laxey Mine producing 1700 tons of ore, 1275 
tons of lead, and 5250 ounces of silver. Of the mines of Scotland, 
Leadhills raised 1804 tons of ore, giving 1263 tons of lead, 5412 ounces 
of silver; the Queensberry Mine, formerly known as the Wanlock- 
head Mine, giving 1826 tons of ore, 1453 tons of lead, and 8000 ounces 
of silver.

Of the mines in 1881 producing the ores of zinc in considerable quan- 
tities, the following are a few of the more important :—In Cornwall 
the Duchy and Peru Mine raised 7151 tons, of the value of 21,4537. ; 
the Governor and Company’s mines in Cumberland, at Alston Moor, 
raised 1464 tons, of the value of 1109/.; the low price of these ores 
is due to the fact that they contain much iron, and give a low per- 
centage of metallic zinc. 

Turning to Wales, the Frongoch Mine, in Cardiganshire, raised 
2350 tons, of the value of 6672/.; the Van Mine, in Montgomeryshire, 
1414 tons, of the value of 3231/.; the Minera Mine,in Denbighshire, 
| 5468 tons, of the value of 21,052/.; and the Talargoch Mine, Flint- 
| shire, 3031 tons, of the value of 95617. In Anglesea, at the Mona 
and Morfa Du Mines, a variety of ore is raised known as bluestone, 
containing iron, copper, lead, zinc, and silver, the quantity of zinc 
being 27-45 per cent. The quantity of ore raised from the above- 
named mines was 2305 tons, of the value of 4440/., and the yield of 
metal 632 tons. Another important mine to refer to is Great Laxey, 
in the Isle of Man, which raised 7567 tons, of the value of 28,7011., 
producing of metallic zinc 3480 tons. 


IMPORTS AND Exports OF Z1INc.—The total quantity of crude zinc 
imported in the year 188k was 46,198 tons, of the value of 757,648/., 
and zinc manufactured amounting to 19,302 tons, of the value of 
414,863/. In the previous year the crude zinc amounted to 33,409 
tons, of the value of 632,802/., and the manufactured zinc to 16,648 

tons, valued at 387,038/. ‘The exports of British zinc or spelter in the 
| year 1881 amounted to 7743 tons, of the value of 117,510/., compared 
with 8023 tons and 134,576/. in the year 1880. 

PYRITES (MUNDIC, SULPHURIC AND ARSENICAL ORES).—The total 
production and value of these ores in 1881 amounted to 43,616 tons, 
of the value of 30,0337.

82,054 
OURS WONG dis cscsscicossccerscscccios 542,378 £1,202,281 


MISCELLANEOUS MINERALS.—The only auriferous deposit worked 
in 1881 was that of Ballinvally, in the county Wicklow, where 1 cwt. 
l qr. 27 lbs. was raised, the estimated value being 18/. 

SILVER OrRE.—Two mines in Cornwall, Great Crinnis and Wheal 
Fortune, sold 5 tons 18 cwts. 3 qrs. 20 lbs., of the value of 358/, 7s., 
compared with 49 tons 3 cwts. in the previous year, of the value of 
2971. 6s. 4d. 

NICKEL AND CoBALT.—The only deposit of these ores worked in 
the kingdom, situated at Foe] Hiraddag in Flintshire, produced 63 tons 
14 cwts. of cobaltiferous iron ore, of the value of 3091, The quantity 
raised in 1880 amounted to 49 tons 3 cwts., valued at 297/. 6s. 4d. 
An average assay of this ore gives 2°3 per cent. of cobalt and nickel, 
with oxide of iron. 

Wo.LFRAM, raised at the East Pool and Herodsfoot Mines in 
Cornwall, amounted to 54 tons 7 cwts., of the value of 544. 

Fivork Spark AND Dross SPAR produced in the four localities 
wrought 458 tons, of the value of 3501. The fluor spar is used for 
ornamental purposes, the dross spar being utilised for garden walks. 

OcHRE AND UMBER.—Worked in considerable quantities in 1881, 
produced 7966 tons, of the value of 12,2867. 7s. They are chiefly 
oxides of iron, of a red, brown, or yellow colour, with uncertain 
quantities of earthy matter or clay. The districts of greatest pro- 
duction are situated in Devonshire and in Anglesea in North Wales, 
where the Parys and Mona Mines raised 3010 tons (of the value of 
37871.) in 1881. 

MANGANESE, raised and sold in 1881, gives a total of 2884 tons, 
of the value of 64412., the Chillaton and Hogstor Mine, situated 
at Milton Abbot in Devonshire, raising 1224 tons, of the value of 42841, 

ARSENIC.—The quantity raised in 1881 in Cornwall and Devon- 
shire, from which counties it is alone obtained, was 6156 tons, of 
the value of 45,0707., against 5738 tons (valued at 43,4987.) in the 
year 1880. 

CLAYS — PORCELAIN CLAY (KAOLIN) AND CHINA StTonE.—The 
china clay pits in Cornwall raised 241,658 tons in 1881, against 
278,572 tons in 1880, and 273,062 tons in 1879. Of china stone the 
quantity raised in Cornwall was 30,479 tons, against 34,870 tons in 
1880, and 38,142 tons in 1879. Devonshire produced of china clay 
39,067 tons in 1881, compared with 25,370 tonsi n 1880, and 30,687 
tons in 1879. The Cornwall Railway carried of china clay and china 
stone 83,828 tons, of which 81,054 tons were conveyed to the coast 
for shipment. The Cornwall Minerals Railway in 1881 carried of 
china clay 133,507 tons, and of china stone 30,910 tons. 

The fire clays of St. Agnes give a total of 825 tons, of which 450 
tons were candle clay, the rest being shipped from St. Agnes. The 
shipments of clay from Teignmouth amounted to 60,000 tons ; of this 
quantity 7252 tons were sent to foreign ports, and 52,748 tons to 
British ports. Dorsetshire produced 64,075 tons, of which quantity 
8410 tons were sent abroad, and the remainder coastwise to other 
ports in Great Britain. Fire clays obtained from the coal measures 
amounted to 1,896,907 tons. The total production of china clay, china 
stone, fire, pipe, and potter's clays amounted in 1881 to 2,401,421 tons, 
valued at 1,200,210/, 

Sa.Lt.—The total quantity of rock and white salt produced in the 
United Kingdom in 1881 was 2,305,212 tons, of which quantity Che- 
shire produced 173,732 tons of rock, and 1,800,000 of white salt; Staf- 
fordshire and Worcestershire, 235,750 tons; Ireland rock salt, 31,739 
tons; and white salt 64,000 tons, The total quantity of rock and 


ons, of which 1,121,873 tons were white salt, and 95,799 tons rock 
salt.

BARYTES, or heavy spar, produced 21,313 tons in 1881, of the value 
of 23,894/., compared with 18,476 tons, of the value of 13,383/., in the 
previous year. 

COPRCLITES AND PHOSPHATIC NODULES.—The production in 188] 
amounted to 31,500 tons, of the value of 86,6287. The deposits are 
found in the crag, upper, and lower greensand formations in the 
Eastern counties, where they occur in large tracts in the counties of 
Suffolk, Cambridge, and Bedford. 

OIL SHALES produced 958,255 tons; alum shale, 7661 tons; and 
gypsum, 69,988 tons, of the value of 23,3291. Of the last-named 
earthy mineral, Derbyshire produced 12,928 tons; Nottinghamshire, 
49,604 tons; Staffordshire, 7456 tons; and the Mountfield Mine, 
Sussex, 9510 tons. With gypsum we close the list of earthy minerals, 
the total value of which in 1881 amounted to 2,817,6521., compared 
with 3,539,635/, in the year 1880. 








INSTITUTION OF MECHANICAL ENGINEERS 
MEETING AT LEEDS. 
MINING MACHINERY. 


Mr. Henry Davey, of Leeds, had prepared a paper on “ Mining 
| Machinery,” and it was read by the SkcrETARY. The object of the 
paper was to notice improvements which had been made in ma- 
'chinery for mining purposes, and to discuss the salient requirements 
| of mining machinery generally, with a view to discover the best di- 
|rection for the further development of invention. He divided his 
subject under the following heads:—Shaft sinking, pumping, winding, 
underground pumping, underground hauling, ventilation, economi- 
cal application of power to mining operations generally. Speaking 
of shaft sinking, he said:—The diamond drill was specially useful 
for putting down trial bore-holes, as the boring tool cut an annular 
groove, and brought up solid cores of the strata passed through. The 
diamond drill had also been proposed as a means for sinking shafts ; 
that was to perforate the entire area of the shaft with holes bored to 
the full depth, then nearly fill up these holes with sand, insert dyna- 
mite above the sand, fire it, and remove the debris ; then to repeat 
the operation by clearing out thesand to a certain depth, and insert- 
ing a fresh charge of explosive. The economy of this system was 
tested at the Von der Heydt Colliery, near Saarbriicken; butit was 
found that sinking by hand in the usual way was much less costly. 
With regard to pumping, he remarked that where a large quantity 
of water was met with, and especially where the water-bearing 
strata extended to a great depth, it was of the first importance to fix 
generally the design and arrangement of the permanent pumping 
machinery ‘before sinking was commenced. As to the extent to 
which the permanent machinery might be made available for sink- 
ing, there were different opinions; and the circumstances varied so 
much that no absolute rule could be laid down. Doubtless in many 
cases it was better to do the sinking entirely with temporary plant, 
especially when the quantity of water to be dealt with was unknown, 
and might be either large or small. But in metalliferous mining 
the permanent plant was often required almost from the beginning, 
as the sinking of the shaft and the working of the mine were 
necessarily proceeded with together. The ordinary design and 
arrangement of pumps for sinking certainly needed improvement ; 
but improvement, if effected,jwould probably be adopted very slowly 
because pumping ina shaft was atits best a critical operation, and 
could be carried out only by trained men, who were naturally reluc- 
tant to submit to a second training. Bucket pumps were used in 
sinking, becanse of the liability of flooding to which the pumps 
were then exposed from the sudden tapping of feeders of water ; 
and it was a curious fact that in many districts bucket pumps were 
almost universal for permanent work also. In a colliery the quantity 
of water to be dealt with could generally be approximately calculated 
from local circumstances very early in the operation of sinking the 
pit; and if a temporary pumping engine were employed to begin 
with, the permanent one with plunger pumps might advantageously 
be put up during the progress of the work. The plunger pump might 
then be fixed temporarily, to take off from the buckets the excessive 
lift which would otherwise be thrownon them. The interruption 
which pumping caused to sinking, in heavily watered pits, was very 
serious. It was, therefore, important that new and more economical 
methods should be sought after. Messrs. Brown and Adams, in 
their recent paper before the Institution of Civil Engineers, sug- 
gested putting down a boring in advance of the sinking, in which 
the sinking pumps could be placed. This seemed a hint in the right 
direction ; and it was a question whether it would not be an eco- 
nomical plan to bore a separate pumping pit—say half the size of 
the winding pit—on the Kind-Chaudron system, to the bottom of the 
water-bearing strata, and to fix the pumps in this before starting the 
main pit, which could then be put down in dry ground by the 
side of the pumping pit. This plan would involve putting down 
two pits; but two pits were necessary for the proper working and 
ventilation of a colliery. The pumping pit might be made to serve 
also as the upcast shaft—a plan that was often adopted at the 
present time. 

A more economical plan still might be found in making a boringt 
say, to a depth of 200 ft., large enough to take a pump of suflicien; 
size for raising the water, and afterwards to put down a smalle. 
bore-hole after the 200 ft. level had been reached. There were seve 
ral methods of dealing with pumps during sinking operations. Ist. 
—To fix the rising main or pump trees as the work proceeds, and 
add pipes above the working barrel as the shaft was deepened. This 
plan involved a telescopic or flexible suction pipe, or a telescopic 
pipe above the working barrel. With twin pumps this was a good 
plan, because one pump could be kept going whilst pipes were added, 
or whilst a bucket was changed in the other. 2nd.—To sling the 
pumps by ground spears or wire ropes, and add pipes at the top of 
the lift. 3rd.—To use a pilot bucket pump, and fix plungers every 
40 and 45 fms., as was done in the Cornish mines. 4th.—To use a 
pilot bucket pump worked by an independent engine, and fix plun- 
ger pumps every 40 or 45 fathoms until the bottom was reached ; 
and then to fix plungers permanently at the bottom for the whole 
height of lift. All those plans involved frequent alteration in the 
balance of the engine, causing considerable trouble and loss of time. 
He had accordingly introduced into his own pumping-engines a 
means of giving a different supply of steam to the two ends of the 
low-pressure cylinder, thus enabling the engines to be worked out of 
balance during sinking. The device consisted simply of a shutter 
at the back of the low-pressure slide-valve, with means of adjust- 
ment outside the valve-chest. By shifting the shutter over the for- 
ward or backward part of the slide-valve, either one or the other 
might be throttled to suit the want of balance for the load on the 
engine. He had also devised a means by which, whenever the en- 
gine suddenly increased its speed during the stroke, communication 
between the high and low-pressure cylinder was suddenly closed, 
thereby not only stopping the admission to the low-pressure cylin- 
der, but also cushioning the steam in front of the high-pressure pis- 
ton. It consisted of a lever, one end of which was attached to a 
moving part of the engine, while the opposite end was made to actu- 
ate the trip of a double-beat valve closing the communication be- 
tween the high and low-pressure cylinders. To the centre of the 
level was attached a subsidiary piston, working in a cylinder filled 
with water. The end of the lever which actuated the trip was held 
stationary by means of two springs, so arranged as to oppose each 
other. The engine in working gave the engine end of the lever a 
reciprocating motion, and thereby caused it to reciprocate the subsi-

diary piston in the water cylinder; but the motion of this piston 
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was resisted by means of a conical plug throttling the passage that 
communicated between the two ends of the water cylinder. 

When the engine was working at its normal speed the conical 
plug was screwed up until the resistance thereby opposed to the sub- 
sidiary piston caused the trip erd of the lever to partake of a slight 
reciprocation, and to be just on the point of tripping the valve. 
When working under this condition, should the engine happen from 
any cause to make a quicker movement, the resistance in the water 
cylinder would be increased, the valve would be instantly tripped, 
and thereby the admission would be cut off from the low-pressure 
cylinder, and the steam cushioned in front of the high-pressure pis- 
ton. Coming next to the subject of underground pumping, he said 
pumping underground might be done by steam, by compressed air, 
or by water pressure. Compressed air, though very convenient, was 
not very efficient. It was usual to employ an air-pressure of from 
40 lbs. to 45 lbs. per square inch, at which the efficiency was about 
25 to 33 per cent. of the power expended in compressing the air. 


Hydraulic engines gave an efficiency of from 50 to 60 percent. ; but | 
if the power producing the water pressure was applied at the sur- | 


face, the absolute pressure below became very great, whilst the avail- 
able pressure is only that produced at the surface, since the descend- 
ing and ascending columns balanced each other. Where the main 
pumps were large enough to supply the water required for the un- 
derground machinery, then hydraulic power was by far the best. 
Alluding to the question of ventilation, he said the old furnace sys- 
tem of ventilation was rapidly becoming a thing of the past, me- 
chanical ventilation having proved itself much more economical 
Proceeding to deal with the questicn of the economical application 
of power, he remarked that electricity was now becoming recognised 


as a practical method of transmitting power; and as the same ap- | 
pliances which might be used for that mode of transmitting power | 


might also be used for producing light, there seemed a future in 
mining operations for the utilisation of this form of energy. It was 
possible that the mechanical operations underground requiring small 
powers, together with the lighting, might be done eventually by 
means of electricity transmitted from a dynamo-machine worked on 
the surface. From the same source the pit top might be lighted. 
This idea led to a consideration of the source from which the power 
was or might be derived. Electricity asa transmitter of energy was 


economically practicable ; but as a source of power or prime mover | 
| 


there was little likelihood of its competing with coal. Heat in 
steam, gas, or air engines must be looked to as the source of power, 
except in districts where water-power was available; but it was in 
these latter districts that there was a field for electric transmission. 
Water pressure was often available in metalliferous mining districts, 
either at the mine or at some distance from it. When at a distance 
the power might be developed by means of water-wheels, turbines, or 
water-pressure engines; might be transmitted by electricity to the 
mine, and might there be made available for driving the machinery. 


But these cases were exceptional; and for economy in the produc- | 


tion of power in mines generally the author would direct attention 

to the results which had been obtained with gas-engines, and would 

venture to predict that the gas-engine, or rather the hot-air engine 

worked by the quick combustion of gas, was likely to play an im- 

portant part in mining as well as in other spheres of industry. From 

present experience it was perhaps not visionary to suppose that the 

time was not far distant when tall chimneys would cease to pour | 
blackness over our towns and country, and when coal, still continu- 
ing to be the chief source of power, would be completely consumed 
in the shape of gas, or burnt direct under pressure. Modern expe- 
rience pointed to the hot-air or gas-engine as the prime mover, and 
to electricity as the transmitter of power, in the future. 

Mr. Greta (Leeds) said, with respect to the haulage and general 
work underground, he thought Mr. Davey might have gone further 
than he had done. As far as his experience went, he was of opinion 
that the only present improvement lay in the direction of com- 
pressed air. It was of the utmost importance in a mine that the 


power should be sent all over it, and the air was a very convenient | 


agent in that respect. What was wanted was some power which 
spread to the extremity of the mine, and which would enable them 
to go in any direction with their tubs, and so save an immense 
amount of labour by keeping the engine always at the front. Re- 
garding the direct-acting engine, Mr. Greig stated that an engine 
had recently been put down by Messrs. Brown and Adams which 
drew up 5 tons of coal every minute from a depth of 740 yards, 
But, said he, the difficulty of the whole thing arose in not being able 
to get the stuff to the front. He did not agree with having immense 
engines to bring up a large quantity at once. He thought it better 
to have smaller engines and less difficulty at the bottom of the shaft. | 

Mr. B. WALKER (Leeds) could not conceive of any system of | 
working a small winding engine (say) at three miles from the mouth | 
of the pit that would be so economical as that of compressed air. | 
He had adopted the compressed air system in the construction of a | 
large overhead travelling crane for the Midland Railway Company. | 
One of the conditions was that the crane should start with its load 
slowly, and then go along “ full tilt,” as it was said, and for that 
compressed air answered most satisfactorily. As to the fly-wheel, he 
thought Mr. Davey had given an old friend an unnecessary kick. 
The fly-wheel properly conducted and used was, in his opinion, a 
most valuable and economical instrument. 

Mr. LAWRENCE did not agree with Mr. Greig with respect to hav- 


| reduction works ready; consequently, our attention has been princi- 


portance of pressure of air on the face of thecoal. Now, if a colliery 
owner read in the newspapers that he must look out for an explosion 
with a low barometer, all he could do was to set the exhaust venti- 
lator going quicker. The effect was to occasion any gas to exude 
into the mine quicker, as more air was passed into the mine; there- 
fore it seemed to him that he did not mend matters at all. It had 
always struck him that the right principle of mechanical ventilation | 
of coal mines was rather to force the air through the mine than to 
suck the air out of the mine. (Hear, hear.) To one not connected | 
with that particular branch of engineering it seemed strange that 
when air was required to breathe in the most remote part of the 
mine, and when it was demanded, above all things, to keep pressure 
upon the face of the coal, and to dilute the noxious air of the mine, 
some means could not be adopted to change their system to one of 
pressure, forcing the air to the extreme ends of the mine, and then 
| letting it flow back as it could, instead of adopting a plan which had 
the effect of increasing all these difficulties at one time. 

After a few remarks by Mr. HAut (Derby), 

Mr. Hotroyp SMitH (Halifax) said the question of the preven- 
tion of colliery explosions had perhaps its solution with chemists 
|rather than mechanical engineers. It seemed to him within the 
range of possibility, inasmuch as the gas which was the cause of an 
explosion had been in a solid state, that it might be possible to con- 
struct-some chemical sponginess to be placed in a mine which would 
absorb the fire-damp, and he thought chemists ought to be able to 
discover some means to absorb that gas. They knew the absorbing 
| power of charcoal, and that they could absorb sewer gases. Was it 
|not, therefore, possible that some substance might be placed in a 
| mine to absorb that particular gas when it was generated? 

The PRESIDENT: I see Mr. Bell shakes his head. 
Mr. Smitu: I hope there is a possibility of it. 
| Mr. BRowN (Newcastle) called attention to the fact that there 
| were locomotive engines at work underground, that they were doing 
a good work, and that they were a complete success. | 
Mr. Davey, in replying on the discussion, said, with reference to | 

| air compressing engines, the question was one more of convenience 
| than of efficiency. He did not think it could be disputed, however, 
| that air-engines were less efficient than hydraulic engines. There 
was ample experience to prove that hydraulic engines were more 
economical, taking them for allin all. He had carried out some ex- 
| periments, which conclusively proved that high pressure air was not 
| very efficient. He tried the efficiency under high and low pressure, 
| and found something like a difference of 15 per cent. between that 
/of low pressure air and that of high pressure. Air compressing 
engines were very convenient, and he had no doubt in a very large 
number of cases, probably in the majority, the question of con- 
| venience outweighed that of efliciency, but he did not think it could 
| be maintained as a scientific fact that air-engines could approach 
hydraulic engines in efficiency. 
The PRESIDENT congratulated Mr. Davey on having given the 
Institute avery valuable paper, and asked the meeting’to accord him 
its thanks, (Applause.)

THE CENTRAL WYNAAD GOLD MINING COMPANY. 

The ordinary general meeting of shareholders was held at the 
Cannon-street Hotel, on Tuesday, 

Mr. DAvip MARSHALL, C.A., in the chair. 

Mr, L. FLETCHER (the secretary pre tem.) read the notice calling 
the meeting. 

The CHAIRMAN having stated that he had accepted the position 
of Chairman with great reluctance, and that his colleagues had also 
consented to act as directors with great reluctance, went on to reply 
to one or two observations which had been made regarding the ap- 
pointment of the present board, and one or two of their acts since 
their appointment. The present board had not released the oid di- 
rectors; in the second place they had not expended money without 
the sanction of the shareholders, and all the money which the new board had ex- 
pended had been about 70/,, for office salaries and oflice expenditure. The out- 
laysof the present board}were unpaid, and they were considerably out of pocket. 
As regarded the statement which had been made that the present board was a 
self-constituted one, he could only say that the present board came into office in 
a perfectly legitimate manner. Under the Articles of Association the first di- 
rectors were elected by the parties who signed the Articles of Association. A 
number of shareholders, principally resident in Scotland, being divsatisfied 
with the utter failure of the promises held forth in the prospectus, formed them- 
selves into a committee, and ultimately actions were taken for a recision of the 
contract with the company on the ground of false representations, by which 
they were induced to take shares. The old board consisted of five members, and 
after the action of the committee the old board admitted some of the members 
of the committee on the board, and ultimately the old board resigned in favour 
of the present directors. 





The range of hills runs north and south, and is traversed by large 
| east and west lodes, varying from 4 to 50 feet in width, containing 
galena, zinc, blende, yellow copper ore, gold and silver, varying very

It would be impossible for me to say how many in addition to the

pally confined to the two nearest lodes tothe dwelling-houses. It will be neces- 
sary for me to explain that our dwelling-houses and the village of Souback are 
on the western side of the range, while the river and the site where we are erect- 
ing our reduction works is on the eastern side, and strange to say all the work 
done by the former owners of the property was on the side of the range farthest 
from the river; probably they thought the ore would be sufficiently rich to send 
home without any kind of concentration or cleaning whatever, and so a great 
deal of it would, although it would be a great pity to send home clay and rock, 
worth nothing, with the rich ore, for we know that it it is impossible to work on 





ing small winding engines for very deep shafts. 

Mr. ARNOLD LuPTON said he considered the paper contained a 
number of valuable statements, most interesting to listen to, and 
useful as a record for future reference. The subject was a very com- 
prehensive one, and if one were to read for a hundred hours continu- 
ously he would only just touch upon the heads of the subjects of 
mining machinery. (Hear, hear.) To give some slight notion of 
the magnitude of the subject, he might say that last year there were 
raised 180,000,000 tons of material—coal, stone, clay, &c. That would 
make an embankment 60 ft. high, 15 ft. wide, and 1000 miles in 
length. With regard to the question of boring, from his own expe- 
rience and the experience of others, he could give some rough guide 
as to the cost. They might take 8s. per yard as the cost for the first 
10 yards, and add 3s. per yard for every additional 10 yards, making 
1ls. per yard forthesecond 10 yards, and 14s. per yard for the third 
10 yards. By that simple rule they could ascertain the cost in yards, 
the amount being 1077. 10s. for 100 yards of boring, which did not in- 
clude the cost of the plant on the surface. The amount would be 
7221. 10s. for 300 yards, and for 1000 yards the cost would be about 
70851. Bore-holes made in Germany down to a greater depth than 
1000 yards sustained, on the average, the accuracy of that calcula- 
tion. They did not want little shafts for up-cast shafts. They 
wanted as large a shaft for the up-cast as the down-cast shaft, or 
nearly as large. He thought Mr. Davey was not far wrong as to 
the practical results of air-compressing machinery. He very much 
doubted whether electricity could be used for hauling machinery 
underground in its present form, 

Mr, JEREMIAH HEAD (Middlesbrough) said there was one point 
raised in the question which had not been touched upon in the dis- 
cussion, and that was the ventilation of coal mines; Mr. Davey, in 
his paper, and also the writer of the historical paper read on Tues- 
day, called attention to the fact that the old furnace system of 
ventilating coal mines had now been almost entirely superseded by 
mechanical ventilators; and the inference was that that part of the 
mechanical engineer’s work had now been pretty satisfactorily 
settled. But within 12 months from the present time there had 
been at least 12 most disastrous colliery explosions, attended with 
terrible loss of life; and he was sure they would agree with him when 
he said that there was no time when a mechanical engineer felt so 
deeply humilated as when he read an account of one of these 
disasters, and felt that nobody could suggest a remedy or do any- 
thing to stop such disasters for the future. (Hear, hear.) All the 
mechanical ventilators now in existence for coal mines were, he 
believed, on the principle of exhaustion of the air from the mine. 
In the newspapers the state of the atmosphere was circulated, and it 
was shown that when the barometer fell an explosion might be ex- 
pected. If he read his elementary chemistry aright, fire-damp was 
only another name for light carburetted hydrogen, and that mixture, 
in the proportion of 1 to 10 of atmospheric air, was explosive. 
Coupling that with the low barometer, it showed the extreme im- 





lodes in general without breaking a certain amount of ‘‘ deads,” so in consequence 
of this we set to work trying to find the lode on the other side of the moan- 
tain nearest the river, at the same time keeping three tunnels going forward 
on the Souback side. Aftercutting steps and very carefully examining the hill, 
which is very stiff and difficult to climb, we selected two piaces, and commenced 
putting in tunnels, and I am pleased to say that, although only in a short dis- 
| tance through the gossan clay and decomposed outcrop, we have found a large 
| lode, containing strings of ore a few inches in width, which will at a short dis 
tance further in be in good ground, which will then enable us to break the ore, 
throw it down the ravine, and tram it away to the reduction works at a very 
small expense, thus saving the much longer ,carriage we have at present all 
around the winding mountain to the river. 

As there was no machinery at the works when we arrived, Mr. Austin very 
cleverly made two small jiggers, using round mason’s sieves, wired up to the 
right size for jigger sieves, aud erected them close to the river, so as to have a 
good supply of water, and with these we have been concentrating and cleaning, 
or, as I will explain, only cleaning some of the ore we have been breaking, and 
some taken from a pile broken before my arrival, and these primitive experi- 
| ments have all been made on ore from the Cosmas lode, as we havea larger quan- 
| tity of it broken from there than any other places we are working at. 

in making these experiments the idea was to find out the best method of con- 
centrating our ores, for, as you are aware, different ores require an entirely dif- 
ferent process of treatment, which is only to be found by experiment. So the 
first thing we did was to concentrate the ore for lead, which we found rich in 
silver, but not so rich in gold as we expected, but on the top of this lead we 
found falhertz, containing lead, blende, and copper that was far richer in gold 
than the clean lead, although of a less specific gravity, and on the top of this 
again the blende contained small pieces of stone, with bits of falhertz attached 
to them that made them of the same specific gravity as the blende, consequently 
making it fairly rich for gold and silver ; so you will see by this that what we 
have done is to clean the ore from the clay and chlorite, of which all our lodes 
contain a considerable quantity, pack :t,and sendit home. As these experiments 
have been going on each lot of ore has been packed and forwarded to Kerassund 
for shipment as soon as finished, and as the assaying materials did not arrive for 
some time after we commenced work, Mr. Austin very kindly made the analy- 
ses with the rough and altogether insufficient means at his disposal, but as soon 
as they arrived we immediately put up the furnaces, and it is with very great 
pleasure I add to this report the assays for gold and silver of the last eleven 
boxes of ore sent to Kerassund for shipment, for the others you will doubtless 
have received Mr. Austin’s analyses, which all clearly show the richness of our 
ore. Every ounce of the ore I cleaned at the mines has been sent to Kerassund, 
none having been refused, and, as I said before, only the clay and chlorite washed 
away in cleaning, which shows that all the ore from the Cosmas lode is very 1 bh 
and I must say that I was much surprised to find that I c»uld not concentrate 
it and throw part away, which can be done with most ore, but could simply 
make two divisions of it—viz., lead and falhertz, and blende and falhertz. 

Although I have shown that the ore from the Cosmas lode is too rich to be con 
centrated, there is plenty of poorer ore in some of the other lodes which can 
and doubtless will have to be concentrated before being sent home. 

RepucTion WorKS.—Mr. Austin is pressing forward these works very rapid!y 
indeed ; the circular saw and shed are erected, and as soon as the turbine arrives 
from Kerassund (part now on road) it will be immediately erected, so as to be 
able to work the saw and cut the necessary timber required for the dressing 
floors, levels for which are all laid out, and by the end of the year or at the lat 
next spring the crusher, jiggers,and w hole works will be in full operation, whe 
you will soon see on a large scale what [my assays and cleaned ore, now on thi 
road, prove your mine to be. It is quite surprising the amount of work done to 
wards reduction works in the two months of June and July, and I never before 
saw work pushed on so fast in, to us, a new country. 

On my arriving at Kerassund on my wayhome I was much disappointed on find 
ing there more than 14 cases, or about a ton of the ore, we had sent from the mines 
from time to time,and which I thought had been seut home, still there, and on en 
quiry I found that through the difficulty with the Government they have been 
unable to send them, but on arriving at Constantinople Mr, Seefelder, one of our 
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Mr. SN&LL (solicitor) said the appointment of the present board was perfectly 
regular and legitimate, and read the resolutions from the official minute book 
of the company under which the present directors were elected, 

Mr. SPENCE, one of the old directors, said he had no doubt whatever that the 
election of the present board was perfectly legitimate. 

The CHAIRMAN went On to say that the present board came into office solely 
for the purpose of making investigation into the promotion of the company, 
and having accomplished that object,and made the meeting acquainted with 
the result, they would leave the matter in the hands of the shareholders, He 
thought the report which the directors had submitted would force the share- 
holders to the conclusion that they had been grossly deceived in becoming 
shareholders in this company. In fact, the company was ushered into existence 
with falsehood stamped in broad characters on it, for a slip was issued with the 
prospectus which stated that a contract had been signed for the sale of 330 acres 
of the property for 33,000/., being equal to a return of over 33 per cent. upon the 
capital of the company. He wished to be as lenient as facts would permit with 
the late board; but he was bound to say that they had shown great incapacity 
for the trust reposed in them by other too trustful people, on the representation 
of designing individuals. The directors knew for a fact that out of the 44,000 
shares subscribed by the public at least 15,000 were taken upon the faith of the 
representations contained in the slip to which he had referred. The parties 
who subscribed to the company did so under the faith and under the belief that 
they would be recouped a large portion of subscriptions by the proceeds of this 
sale; and not only so, but there was a statement in the prospectus that there 
would be further sales. At the time that slip was issued, what were the actual 
facts? The heads of an agreement had been signed as the basis of a future con- 
tract, but no contract had been entered into: it was merely an agreement of 
purchase, half in cash, and half in shares of a new company to be formed, and 
the money for the purchase was to be raised from the public. Ina circular 
issued the other day the directors stated that the slip was issued without their 
authority, The directors should have repudiated it; but instead of this the 
Chairman at the statutory meeting gravely assured the shareholders that the 
sale was a fait accomplt, and he also said that other sales were in progress, aud 
likely to be carried through, especially 350 acres ata price of 160/. per acre. 
There was no foundation for these statements; he did not think the Chairman 
intended to deceive the shareholders ; but he was, no doubt, grossly deceived 
himself in making the statements. He went on toread some letters which bad 
been written by Mr. Burke, one of the old directors, who resigned, and who ex- 
pressed his regret that the whole of the purchase-money of the mining pro- 
perty had been paid in shares, cash, and bills, without absolute possession of 
the property purchased having been given; and also expressed regret that the 
statement at the statutory meeting by the Chairman that the contract for the 
sale of a portion of the property for 33,000/. had been carried through, was made 
upon the authority of a letter shown him, which now appeared to be false. In 
another letter Mr, Burke implored the directors not to pay away any more 
money until the question of the sale of 330 acres was settled. The directors 
were informed upon competent mining authority that the company had no 
title except to a small patch of coffee plantation of 50 acres in extent, and mining 
rights over 5 acres, (A laugh.) For the protection of the shareholders at large, 
and to prevent several actions by individual shareholders, the directors decided 
that the only way was to present a petition forthe liquidation of the company, 
and, if deemed desirable, it could be reconstructed if a peoper title could be ob- 
tained. The opinion of Mr. Woods was that if the company had paid for that which 
the vendors could not give a title to, the shareholders were entitled to get their 
money back. He went on to refer to some telegrams which had passed between 
the directors and the agent in Oalicut, and in one of those telegrams the agent said 
that the agent of the Rajah had stated that the Rajah would give the lease to 
the surface rights, but nothing was said about mining rights, and after all it 
was a mere verbal agreement. With respect to the course to be pursuedin the 
future, if the vendors could offer a good title to 1870 acres, and ifit was con- 
tidered judicious to carry on the Company in a reconstituted form, then a much 
larger capital would be necessary, to be raised either by dona fide sub-sales, or by 
the issue of additional shares, Unless they had a capital of 20,000/. at their com- 
mand it was vain to think of carrying on the company. He contended that 
the directors should never have proceeded to allotment on the amount of capi- 
tal which was subscribed. As he had said the threatened and impending litiga- 
tion, the want of title, and the refusal of the shareholders to pay calls, pointed 
to but one result, which was liquidation. Besides,a liquidator could sue ven- 
lors, promoters, solicitors, directors, or anyone against whom action could be 
sustained, The purchase-money agreed to be paid for the property was stated 
in the report, and it seemed that no lessthan 37,000. was divided amongst the

Referring to the ques- 
tion of liquidation, he thought that if liquidation took place it should be volun- 
tary, and he moved asa further amendment that the shareholders present express 
their desire that the hearing of the petition be allowed to stand over, and that

OWEN VEAN AND TREGURTHA DOWNS MINES. 


The first ordinary general meeting of shareholders was held at 
the company’s offices, Barthclomew House, Bartholomew-lane, on 
Wednesday,—Mr. W. MoLEswortn St. AuUBYN, M.P., in the chair. 

Mr. H, R, Lewis (the secretary) read the notice convening the 
meeting. 

The CHAIRMAN said the meeting was the statutory one, and, 
therefore, there would be no actual business to transact. He would, 
however, call on Mr. Ww. Derry, the local business manager of the 
company to give a resumé of the work done on the mines during the 
past few months, 

Mr. WM. Derry explained that during the two months which had 
expired since the commencement of the works very satisfactory pro- 
gress had been made. The shareholders were, no doubt, aware that 
an 80-in, eylinder engine, with about 70 tons of boilers, had been purchased at 
the Crenver and Wheal Abraham Mines, and arrangements had been made with 
Messrs. Harvey and Co., of Hayle, for the supply of a new cylinder for this en- 
gine, to replace the present one, which had been broken through an accident at 
Crenver and Abraham to the main rod in the shaft. This engine had been 
approved of by Messrs. Loam and Son,and he could, from his own knowledge, 
pronounce it one of the best in the county. It was being conveyed to these 
mines, and the building of the house to receive it was progressing. Everything, 
including the raising and carriage of stone, the building of masonry, &c., 
had been let by tender, and every care was taken in each department 
of the company’s works, so as to be enabled to ensure economy combined 
with good workmanship and materials. Carpenters’ and smiths’ shops, and 
material house were erected, and a deal of necessary surface work done. With 
regard to the prospects of the company,all he could say was that the opinion of 
every miner and agent of the locality with whom he had conversed on the sub- 
ject, added to his own research and observation, led him to the conclusion that 
their property was a most valuable one. In fact, no one who examined the 
burrows left on the surface, and ascertained its produce of mineral, could form a 
different conclusion, It would occupy about three months to build the engine- 
house and three months more to erect the engine; so that in six months from 
that date he hoped to have the pleasure of communicating the welcome intelli- 
gence that the engine was ready for the shareholders to meet on the mine to 
witness her starting. He was most sanguine that the working of these mines 
would have a succesful issue. 

Mr. HL, R. Lewis wished to supplement Mr. Derry’s statement by a few re- 
marke on the highly mineralised character of their ground. They were in 
possesston of two valuable mines with three proved tin aud copper lodes, and 
150 fms. of virgin ground between the two mines. The Tregurtha Downs Mine, 
on whieh their engine was in course of erection, nearly paid costs when tin was 
36/, per ton, and being only 60 fms. in depth, may really be claimed as a young 
mine. From all the old reports and from the statements of the old men who 
worked in the mine there was but little doubt but that the lodes were all left 
rich at the bottom, and asthe company intended to develope this mine in as 
speedily a manner as possible, by using all the most modern appliances both for 
sinking and driving, it would be no stretch of imagination to hope for a quick 
and good return on the capital. With regard to the Owen Vean Mine, it 
closed down in 1836, A well-known gentleman on the Stock Exchange, who 
had been very largely connected with Cornish mining, was clerk at the Owen 
Vean Mine when it ceased working.

ReMARKS.— During the past week there has been greater quiectude 
in the metal market than has recently existed, and with only a 
limited demand prices have, for the most part, been steady. This 
was particularly noticeable during the fore part of the week, when 
some check appeared to be placed on speculative buying, but, at the 
same time, although there was not much desire evinced to buy there has also 
been only little disposition to sell unless full market prices are paid, which may 
be taken as a signification that holders are still sanguine of realising improved 
rates later on, notwithstanding an occasional check in the demand, and which 
it may be well to state is considered in many quarters as likely to be cnly tem- 
porary. Besides this manufacturers report that they still hold a very fair 
number of orders, and many of them state there is little difficulty in obtaining 
the slightly advanced prices which some of them are quoting, and therefore a 
good tone prevails; and while sellers hold a fair number of back orders there is 
little inconvenience occasioned them by a temporary lull in the demand, and 
consequently through this cause sellers sce so sufficient reason to make conces- 
sions in price. Of course the great point to decide is whether the pause is tem- 
porary or otherwise, but this is a question which time alone can disclose, and 
we must content ourselves with merely watching the course of the markets, 
and seeing whether the numerous favourable events which surround the 
markets are sufficient to cause a general resuscitation in trade in spite of the 
few adverse features which also exist. If reference be made to that which has 
been done in the past, it will be found that the deliveries of the principal

THE MINERS’ CONFERENCE, 

A National Conference of Miners is to be held in Manchester on 
the 29th inst., when some most important questions are to be dis- 
cussed that may be said to be of more than usual interest, and may 
affect more than one industry, One of the most important of these 
questions relates to the wages paid to the miners throughout the 
kingdom. Admittedly wages have been low, but they have certainly 
been on a scale corresponding with the price which coal has realised. 
During the year so far the owners of coal mines have had a very 
hard time of it, and very many of them declare that they have made 
no profit whatever, whilst others say that they have lost money by 
keeping their mines going. Under such circumstances one would 
think that the time was anything but opportune for demanding an 
increase of wages. Some of the leaders of the men are, however, 
not of that opinion, for one of the propositions for discussion, and 
which has emanated from Yorkshire, is “ That there shall bea general 
stand of the collieries composing the Conference, as we are of opinion 
that it is the only remedy left us, seeing that the Mining Association 
of Great Britain refuses to meet us to devise any means of bringing 
about a better state of things.” Also—“ That we ask for an advance 
of wages, to be paid on the first pay-day in October.” This is a plain 
proposition certainly, and we have no doubt it will be as plainly an- 
swered by the mineowners when their turn comes, that it is impos- 
sible to give it under existing circumstances, But we believe not a 
few of the delegates will deprecate acting upon such a proposition 
atthe present time. They must know, seeing that so many men are 
working by scale, and that their representatives have access to the 
masters’ books, and thus are made acquainted with the price at which 
coal has been sold, and from that can easily make out whether there 
has been any profits or not. By allowing the collieries to stand we 
cannot see how that will improve the position of the miners who 
adopt such a policy, for it is not to be expected that the men in the 
various districts will all agree to such a course of action. 

In some localities the men are much better paid than those in 
others, so that all are not placed on a footing of equality even as 
regards wages, and such being the case the grievance, if such it can 
be called, is not a general one. The representatives of the Mining 
Association of Great Britain did not meet the miners’ dele- 
gates, because they knew ‘they were utterly powerless in the 
matter, for no combination can permanently raise the price of an 
article of which the production is greatly in excess of what is re- 
quired. But even could the price be raised the demand would 
necessarily decline, whilst the cost of production would be greatly 


increased, seeing that in a coal mine the expenses go on whether | 


the miners are at work or are idle. But there is no argument at all 
reasonable that can bring coal mining as the great exception to all 
our other industries, or why it should be exceptionally treated, or 
why all other trades should be taxed so that the miner should have 
very high wages. Not so many years since he was the best paid of 
all workmen, even the most skilled, and that high rate of payment 
with the extraordinary advance of coal has led to the present state 
of things, for there are now more coal mines and miners than are 
required, and so long as that continues to be the case we cannot see 
how prices and wages can materially advance. Yet the miners have 
it suggested to them that they should make a demand for an in- 
crease of wages which will be from 20 to 25 percent. on the present 
rate of payment, we are told; and if thisis not conceded then there 
is to be astruggle. Such is the reading of one of the questions to 
be discussed at the Conference, and the miners throughout the king- 
dom are to be asked to vote on it, It is certainly plainly put, and 
is worded thus—Are you in favour of demanding an advance of 
wages to the extent of Is. per day, and if such advance be not con- 
ceded, will the men pledge themselves to restrict their labour by 
laying idle at times which the committee may appoint? There is 
nothing said about consulting their employers or giving the usual 
notice before leaving work. No; the men are tosay how much coal 
shall be raised and how the mines are to be worked. The mills and 
works may go short of fuel, badly paid operatives, but contented 
ones, are to be compelled to work short time unless the coal miners 
have what they request. Such appears to be the issue that is shortly 
to be laid before a conference. 

As a matterof ordinary fairness, one would have thought we 
should have heard something of the price at which coal has been 
selling, for, if mineowners were receiving a tolerably fair profit, 
then that might sensibly be urged as a reason for some concession 
being made. But most of the men know that coal is selling at a 
price which can scarcely leave any profit, and the gentleman in 
whose name the proposition has been made knows this perfectly 
well. Indeed, it was orly a few days ago that the result of the 
audit at the Wharncliffe Silkstone Colliery, near Barnsley, was made 
known, and the chief of the Miners’ Association of Yorkshire was 
present. It was shown that, whereas in the six months ended De- 
cember 31, 1881, the quantity of coal raised was 167,531 tons, which 
averaged 5s. 5-3ld. per ton, the return for the six months ended 
June 31, 1882, showed that 155,129 tons of coal had been raised, and 
the average price had been 5s. 0-67d. per ton. Here it is proved 
that the coal has been 5d. per ton less of late than it was up to the 
close of last year. Yet, with this startling and admitted fact, the 
men are asked to demand wages that will be equal to an advance of 
Is. per day. It may be thought that by going for so much a com- 
promise may be effected, but with the present low price of coal this 
appears to be impossible. If, however, the men can show how coal 
can be advanced and profits made, the mineowners state that they 
will be only too glad to be put in the way of effecting such a desir- 
able object and join their men in the advantages so obtained. But, 
unless this can be done, the question of wages will still be bound up 
with the selling price of coal. 

There are some other propositions that are certainly of a more 
practical character than that relating to wages. Amongst them is 
one relating to the substitution of lime for powder, and is “ that we 
e Home Office the necessity of fn

principle of bringing into use the new system of getting coal with 
lime.” The system we may say has been well tried, is now in use at 
several places, and has been most successful as an excellent sub- 
stitute for gunpowder. The Royal Commission we also believe will 
report favourably with respect to it, and there is certainly no reason 
why it should not come into use in all mines where powder is now 
used. At many of ourcoal mines the mineral is brought down by 
the wedge alone, but we should say that lime is equally as safe, and 
of course far more powerful. Then the question relating to check- 
weighmen will be introduced, and with respect to that class of work- 
men the law is most defective, and decidedly against the men. There 
is no reason why a man fitting for the situation of checkman should 
previously have been employed at the colliery where he is to act on 
behalf of the workmen. In the case of a dispute which happened 
the other day it was stated that the men having struck there was 
nothing for the weighman to do, and when he returned along with 
the men he was not allowed to resume work, on the ground that he 
had not previously been employed at the mine. Such petty annoy- 
ances are unworthy of mine managers, and create an ill-feeling when 
it would be better to cultivate a kindly one. However, we trust that 
the members of the Conference will discuss all practical matters that 
will be of benefit to them, and eschew those of a chimerical charac- 
ter, which will be injurious to those they represent, and by no means 
creditable to their own reputation as the leaders of a powerful body. 








THE LEEDS ENGINE AND MACHINERY WORKS. 


During the week the Institution of Mechanical Engineers at their 
annual gathering at Leeds have had the opportunity of inspecting 
mining and manufacturing appliances, with engines for all purposes 
that we do not believe could be found concentrated in any other 
town in the kingdom. The progress of engineering and mechanical 
invention was shown in almost every direction, from the small and 
simple tool to the powerful locomotive and the steam-plough, as well 
as every description of mining and pumping machinery. At the

purposes, as well as ventilating appliances, for the company does not 
confine itself to one speciality. Six complete sets of ploughing 
tackle alone, if not more, can be turned out weekly, which may be 
said to be equal to 12 engines each of 20-horse power, with the wire- 
ropes, kc. Not the least interesting place visited was the works of 
TANNETT, WALKER and Co,, who stand about first in the production 


tyres, &c. The firm has just completed a pair of direct-acting com- 
pound reversing rail mill engines for the Bessemer process for the 
works at Ivenf, on the Rhine. They have two high-pressure cylinders 
each 34 in. in diameter, and two low-pressure cylinders each 
60-in. in diameter. The crank shaft weighs 13 tons, the crank 
pins are 18 in. diameter, and the boiler pressure is 110 lbs. to the 
square inch, whilst the piston-rod has a 5-ft. stroke, or in other 
words the piston-rod travels at the rate of from 900 to 1000 ft. per 
minute. The reversing gear is worked by means of hydraulic pres- 
sure, and the engines can be reversed in from one-fourth to one-half 
revolution, or about eleven times per minute, although they indicate 
as much as 2800-horse power. Their total weight is about 200 tons, 
and the space occupied 54 ft. by 24 ft. 
The engine can be worked to turn out 300 tons of rails in an ordi- 
nary day. All the power is utilised for the rail mills, the steam from 
the engines being condensed by means of a pair of separate hori- 
zontal engines, which are fitted with two large air circulating and 
| boiler pumps, and with upwards of 2000 brass tubes in the surface 
| condensers. Messrs. HATHORN, DAVEY, and CAMPBELL’s works are 
| well known, having been established by Messrs. CALDICOTT and 
MARSHALL, at whose place we saw one of the first coal cutting ma- 
chines that was made, and was worked by hydraulic power.

COAL AT PARIS. 


The attention of the French Legislature as well as the Municipal 
Council of Paris has been directed to the best means of improving 
the coal supply of that capital, Paris and the departments of the 
Seine consume between them about 3,000,000 tons of coal annually, 
and it is obviously of considerable importance that this large quan- 
tity of combustible should be delivered for Parisian consumption 
| upon the cheapest possible conditions. There is probably no spot in 
| the world where they look more sharply after francs and centimes 

than they do in Paris. Hence it has come about that a scheme has 
| been matured for the construction of a great direct canal from Paris 
| to the departments of the Nord and the Pas-de-Calais. Various cir- 
cumstances have brought this canal into a position of prominence and 
importance. In the first place, in what we may call the metropolitan 
| district of Paris there is now a population of upwards of 2,000,000, 
and it is, of course, important and desirable that this large mass of 
| human life should be supplied with fuel at the cheapest possible 
rate. Moreover, ever since the times of ROBESPIERRE and the 
Jacobins French legislation has especially aimed at keeping Parisians 
,as far as possible in good humour. The law of the maximum, en- 
acted in 1791--that is the law for preventing bread being sold in 
| Paris beyond and above a certain point, the intervention of the State 
being invoked, if need be, to prevent this point being exceeded (that 
lis, the Treasury being called upon to make good any difference be- 
| tween the actual price and the nominal selling price)—is still, we 
| believe, unrepealed ; and as if this violation of political economy on 
the part of the Convention were not sufficiently ridiculous, Parisians 
| are also periodically regaled with free entertainments at theatres at 
| the national expense. Whatever I’rench legislation may do for other 
| parts of France it has thus provided panem et circenses for the 
| Parisians even at the charge of the nation if need be. It is thus not 
at all surprising that any scheme for improving the coal supply of 
| Paris should receive careful attention at the hands of French poli- 
ticians. In 1878 a Bill was passed for increasing the depth of the 
| Seine to 10 ft. between Paris and Rouen. This measure was emi- 
nently calculated to facilitate deliveries of English coal at Paris, 
and so far to avoid a dearth of coal at any time in the French capital ; 
but it was not viewed with favour by the coalowners of the depart- 
|ment of the Nord, who came to the conclusion, indeed, that if they 
| did not bestir themselves their coal would be driven out of Parisian 
markets by English competition. In 1882 we find, accordingly, a 
considerable amount of attention given to a bold scheme for the 
construction of a canal from Paris to Dunkerque direct. This canal, 
if carried out according to the plans prepared, will be an undertaking 
of the first class. It will abridge the distance between Paris and 
Dunkerque by 68} miles; it will be 56 ft. 8 in. wide, and it will in- 
volve an outlay of 4,200,0002. Of course such a formidable work as 
this is not carried out in a day, but if it should be completed it is 
estimated that it will have the effect of cheapening coal at Paris to 
the extent of Is. 6d. to Is. 9d. per ton, this cheapening baing all in 
favour of the ccalowners of the departments of the Nord and the Pas- 
| de-Calais, and placing English coal at a proportionate disadvantage. 

The French have always been famous for canals, but still, from 
an engineering point of view, it is not a little strange that in these 
days of railways a great undertaking like that of the canal of the 
Nord —for that is the name given to the new navigation proposed to 
be established between Paris and the French northern coal mining 
districts—should be seriously proposed. Of course, the execution of 
the canal will extend over a considerable period, but as capital has 
become cheap and abundant in France, it is very possible that the 
new communication will be established. Whether it will effect all 
|the changes and secure all the advantages which are anticipated 
from its execution we will not stop to inquire; but it certainly does 
seem likely that, if this new great canal is made, it will exert some 
influence upon the demand for English coal in the French metropolis. 








CAst STEEL CHAINns.—Reference was recently made in the 
Vining Journal to the invention of Mr. William Penman, of Gates- 
head. Our Gateshead correspondent has now taken the opportunity 
of inspecting this chain and the process by which they are annealed 
jand cast, There is no joint or weld, the steel is annealed by his 
| process and cast into links and chains of any length or size without 
hammering or weld of any kind. It may be remarked that Mr. 
Penman began life as an ironworker at the great works of Messrs. 
| Hawks, Crawshay, and Sons, of Gateshead, where he had much ex- 
| perience, and he formed the idea of making cast chains 17 years 
ago, when cast malleable iron was introduced, but he found that 
this material would not bear the strain that was required. At that 
time only cast malleable iron could be procured, so that he could 
not bring his system out; but the manufacture of steel has been 
improved, and now the hardest steel can be annealed by his process 
in an hour, so that it may be bent without breaking. Cast steel 
files, which were easily broken with acommon hand hammer before 
| being subjected to his annealing process, were so much altered and 
improved that we could only succeed in bending them, they would 
| bend backwards and forwards before breaking. Mr. Perman has 
also secured a patent for manufacturing chains from other metals 
| than steel. 


CHARGES AGAINST COLLIERY OFFICIALS.—A special magisterial 
Court was held at Whitehaven on Tuesday, to hear a case instituted 
| by the Home Office against Gerard Liddell and William Harker, 
agent and manager of the Whitehaven Collieries, for neglecting to 
provide proper ventilation in the mine. Thecase arose out of 
an explosion which occurred in William Pit recently, when four men 
were killed and others injured. Previous to the explosion two falls 
had occurred in the mine, and it was argued that the ventilation had 
been impaired in consequence, that gas had shown itself, and that the 
menfhad, notwithstanding, been allowed to go into the workings, where 
they lost their lives. Mr. Willis and Mr. Atkinson, Government In- 
spectors, pointed out the means that should in cheir opinion have 
been adopted to improve the ventilation after the falls occurred. The 
magistrates dismissed both cases, 

THE GEOLOGICAL SURVEY OF GREAT Britain, —This vast work is 
proceeding at so rapid arate that it has been computed by Professor 
Ramsay that the mapping of the solid and superficial portions of 
Kngland and Wales which still remain unsurveyed will be completed, 
on the scale of lin. to 1 mile, 18 months from the present time ; 
that of Treland in 6} years; and that of Scotland, to which seven 
surveyors are to be transferred on the completion of the Knglish 
survey, in 11 years, The re-survey, however, for those portions of 
England and Wales which were originally only surveyed for their 
solid geology will then take, it is reckoned, about 20 years. The 
Science and Art Department are, in brief, endeavouring to hasten, 
the progress of the survey Ly concentrating, as far as possible, the 
attention of the staff on the completion of the 1-in. scale map. 








METALLURGICAL INSTRUCTION.—In connection with the King’s 
College classes for instruction in metallurgy, under the direction of 
Prof. A. K. Huntington, « medal and prize, of the annual value of 
20 guineas, has been founded by Charles William Siemens, D.C.L., 
F.R.S., “with the object of stimulating the students of King’s 
College, London, to a high standard of proficiency in metallurgical 
science.” The honour, which will be designated the “ Siemens’ 
Gold Medal and Prize,” is open to those who have, as matriculated 
students, studied in the Applied Scienee Department for two years, 
and who, either in their third year, or, if they remain in the depart- 
ment for three years, in the succeeding year, make metallurgy a 
special study. The first award will be made at the end of June, 
1883, and will depend partly on an essay on some particular subject, 
partly on a written examination on the metallurgical lectures, and 
partly on actual work done in the laboratory. The subject for the 
essay for 1883 will be, “The Manufacture of Steel suitable 
for Ship and Boiler Plates.” The essays are to be iliuastra- 
ted by freehand sketches and mechanical drawings to scale,

course of lectures is designed for all those who in any way have te 
do practically with the applications of metals. It treats of the 
mothods by which metals are obtained from their ores, and the 
means by which they are rendered suitable for the various require- 
ments of the arts. The work in the laboratory is intended to illus- 
trate the principles discussed in the lectures. The instruction given 
to each student is, however, regulated by his special requirements. 
The perusal of the syllabus can leave no doubt that the course and 
the laboratory work have been well arranged for giving the student 
a sound and useful knowledge of the subject.

The resolution confirmed at the special general meeting on May 10— 
«“ That the sett of South Caradon Mine, now held by Thomas Kitto 
on behalf of the adventurers, be determined after the expiration of 
12 months after notice, in pursuance of the powers reserved to the 
lessees, and that the said Thomas Kitto be and is hereby authorised 
to give to the owner—Mrs. Norris—all such notices as may be neces- 
sary for the purpose of determining the sett and the term thereby 
granted ”— has naturally caused some annoyance to those who bought 
shares at nearly 30/. each scarcely more than two months previously, 
and the admission of the fact that such risks can be incurred is cer- 
tainly not calculated to increase the confidence of capitalists in 
Cornish Cost-book mines, although it may be useful in facilitating 
the inauguration of a British Miners’ League to procure legislation 
which shall render the renewal of mine leases compulsory at the 
option of the lessee, and without augmentation of ‘royalty, as a tem- 
porary enactment preparatory to the taking over all minerals by the 
State, to which of right they belong, unless distinctly and separately 
granted by the State to private individuals. The system of private 
minelordism recognised in this country has ever tended to make 
home mining enterprise less remunerative to miners and mine ad- 
yenturers than it otherwise would have been, and itis the same 
private minelordism that has caused the long depression in home 
mining through subjecting it to the unfair competition of foreign 
countries, where the evil is unknown. Let private minelordism be 
abolished in Great Britain and Ireland, as it was in Hanover when 
that province became part of the German Empire, and there will be 
a revival of home mining industry, associated with a period of pro- 
sperity such as British miners have long peen unacquainted with. 

At the beginning of the present year South Caradon was regarded 
by capitalists generally as a prosperous and permanent mining in- 
vestment, yet on Feb. 28 a special committee was appointed, which 
was anything but reassuring to those who had their money embarked 
in the concern, and in the middle of April this committee deemed it 
necessary to call another special meeting to consider the desirabliity 
of surrendering the lease, and on April 26 the resolution above quoted 
was passed. In reply to an adventurer who could not comprehend 
what necessity there could be for winding up, selling hundreds of 
tons of ore monthly, and making even a small monthly profit, Mr, 
W.H. Rule, the purser (May 1) explained that the February com- 
mittee, which had been appointed for the purpose of changing the 
constitution of the company from the Cost-book to the Limited Lia- 
bility Principle, had thus far failed to obtain from the mine lords a 
renewal of the leases, and as by their present deed they were bound 
to give 12 months’ notice to surrender the sett they decided to call a 
meeting for that purpose. The prospects of the mine, Mr. Rule 
added, are not so encouraging as could be desired, and with this 
notice before them it was feared with any further delay that the ore 
discovered would be exhausted before the time expired. He further 
added that negociations were still pending, and that the giving of 
this notice was precautionary, to prevent if possible the incurring of

MINING AND INDUSTRIAL ENTERPRISE IN IRELAND. 


That an enormous field exists in Ireland for the profitable employ- 
ment of capital, whether in the development of her vast mineral re- 
sources or in the establishment of industries which could be carried 
on with more than ordinary facilities in the country, is recognised 
by every educated Irishman as thoroughly as by the shrewdest man 
of business in England or Scotland; but the great problem to be 
solved is how matters can be so organised that capital provided in 
Great Britain can be so applied in Ireland as to afford a reasonable 


prospect of its being made to earn interest for those who provide it. | 


There is, indeed, plenty of room for industrial enterprise in Ireland ; 


but the money, and the energy, and the successful guidance must | 


come from outside. Even those who have lived but six or seven 
years in Ireland must be satisfied of this. The Irish are a sympa- 
thetic and kindly people, but they run in cliques, and any vested in- 
terest must not be touched. And there must be no strangers, except 
such as bring money and work for the labourer; whilst outside of 
themselves one must scarcely enter into business in any of their 
towns and districts; where, however, as traders and merchants they 
are disappointed if they cannot supply upon the very advanced terms 
they get from their own people, and a system of long credit is en- 
couraged in order to obtain these. 

Although it is true that in time employers and agents become 
popular and respected amongst both the trading and the working 
classes, it, however, unfortunately happens that the process of re- 
conciliation is so slow that all the capital at disposal is lost in oppo- 
sition and struggling before the employers and employed get into 
amicable working order. The English engineer, for example, is iso- 
lated from the native professionals of his own class because they 
cannot quite see the necessity of discipline and decided pressure 
when necessary to carry on Irish industry in competition with that 
of other countries. With the native superintending engineer and 
the workmen the same feeling prevails. A mixture of pastime and 
work, the former predominating, leads in Ireland to a loose, unsteady, 
and costly progress, and this strands them in every competition—at 
present agriculture, with sufficient shopkeeping to supply it, is the 
outside of the average Irishman’s present training and ability, and 
in undertaking the development of the great mining and industrial 
resources of the country these facts must be taken into considera- 
tion if the change is to be permanent and beneficial. If English 
capital is to be provided it is essential in the interest of both the 
English and Irish that the whole system should be English, ex- 
cept the actual labour, and even that must be for some time lead by 
English labour to give momentum to it. This must not be taken as 
a reflection on Irish industry, integrity, or intelligence, but because 
in those habits and modes of business which must be applied in Ire- 
land the Irish have had no training. 

That the Irish are apt at learning is snfficiently evident from the 
excellent workmen they become when away from Ireland, and the 
high positions they attain in literature and science when they ear- 
nestly turn their attention in that direction; but it is acknowledged 
by the most devoted Irishmen and most earnest patriots, that unless 
they will avail themselves of outside help in the shape of teachers 
and co-workers, Ireland is never likely to become great, either as a 
mining or as a general industrial country. There is no disgrace in 
learning, from whatever source the instruction may come.

How and in what way 
this advantage can be availed of may be learned from the purser’s 
unofficial letter, written after the acknowledgment of having re- 
ceived the protest. Mr. Rule, with great kindness and consideration 
(May 5), writes to the adventurer, and says that in thinking the | 
matter over it has struck him that the adventurer may not exactly 
understand what such an act [as the protest] will involve ; and he 
then goes on to explain that if the resolution be carried confirming 
“that the notice of surrender be given ” (which, he says, I fully be- | 
lieve will be the case) and that unanimously by shareholders present, | 
“IT do not see what service your protest will be, as the other adven- | 
turers cannot be forced to carry on the mine by any individual share- 
holder, without that shareholder is prepared to accept the relinquish- | 
ment of all the others, pay them their proportion of the value pod 
the materials and assets,and himself carry on the mine according to | 
the covenants of the lease. Of course I cannot speak for the share- | 
holders as a whole, but I can for several, and know they would be 
prepared to enter into an arrangement of this kind, preferring to | 
take the present value of the mine rather than to have to continue | 
working for 12 months and then divide anything which will remain. 
The step to be taken has been well considered by many of the largest 
shareholders, and under the circumstances is deemed the wisest that | 
can be adopted to prevent heavy calls being made, which many 
would be unable to pay.” On May 10 the resolution was confirmed, 
as already stated, and at the ordinary meeting, held the same day, 
accounts were presented showing a profit on the three months’ work- 
ing of 4741. 16s. 5d.; that during the three months 1250 tons of ore | 
had been sold for over 6000/.; and that there was an available ba- 
lance of 1308/. 6s. 5d. to go on with. 

Here, then, is the case of a mine in full working order, distributing | 
hundreds of pounds weekly as wages, and not only selling hundreds | 
of tons of ore monthly, but doing so at a profit virtually annihilated 
by the unwarranted interference of private minelordism, which leaves | 
the renewal of the leases of property, the value of which has been 
absolutely created by the lessees to the caprice of those whom acci- 
dental or careless legislation has placed in the position of lessors. 
But although private mineclordism is at present legally recognised, it | 
is essential, for the welfare of mining enterprise, that it should be | 
kept within bounds. There is no reason to dispute that terms, 
secured to the minelord by the lease should be duly paid to him, and | 
as his revenue is dependent on the output of the mine he may be | 
permitted to see that a minimum amount of proper work is annually | 
performed, but here his control of the lessee should cease, especially 
when the mine is in full activity. In the case of the South Caradon | 
it was not pretended that the mine was unfairly worked, or that the | 
rent as representedgby the lords’ dues, was not regularly paid ; but | 
the existence of that black spot in English mining law—private 
minelordism—permitted to lessor to dictate to the adventurers what | 
articles of partnership they should adopt; to deprive them of the | 
power to raise a small additional amount of working which was con- 
sidered necessary to the more successful development of the mine 
(of which success, be it remembered the minelord would have had 
more than a fair share), and to throw hundreds of industrious work- 
ing miners out of employ. 

But the evil will probably return upon the head of the lessor who 
created it, for it cannot be doubted that every mine adventurer and 
capitalist in the kingdom will recognise the fact that whilst it would | 
amply remunerate the present adventurers to reconstitute themselves | 
into a limited liability company, and thus procure the extra working 
capital required—because they have all the business organised, all 
their plans laid, and every facility for continuing to carry on the 
operations in a miner-like manner—the case would be totally dif- 
ferent with a new set of adventurers, whether Cost-book or Limited 
Liability, coming in at the end of the 12 months’ notice, by which | 
time all available reserves will have been removed, exploratory ope- 
rations being at the same time abandoned, and the mine will be in | 
such a condition that a very Jengthened period will be requiied for 
its restoration.

10s., | 
subsequently improved to 1062. 10s. spot, which was the highest point 
touched. During the last three days, however, prices have given way 
to 1032. The possibility of an interruption in the traffic through the 
Suez Canal appears to have lost its effect for the moment, as the 
London operators seem to be content to part with their present spot 
stock, none having been shipped from the Straits settlement to Great 
Britain since the middle of June, and none is likely to be drawn 
from that side, prices in the East being about 10 per cent. above the 
parity of the London market. Some of the Australian steam-lines 
we understand have abandoned the Canal route for that round the 





Cape of Good Hope, which will prolong their voyage from 15 to 30 


days. This delay would be of small importance were it not that 
London stocks are at present decreasing at the rate of fully 10 per 
cent. per month, their deliveries during July having been 1400 tons, 
against fresh shipments from Australia of only 500 tons.

FOREIGN MINING AND METALLURGY. 

The tone of the Belgian iron trade continues satisfactory. There 
| are no symptoms of an exaggerated rise having taken place in con- 
sequence of precipitate action on the part of producers, but the situ- 
ation improves slowly and surely. Employment has become general ; 
but the principal metallargical firms exhibit a wise moderation, and 
do not attempt to make an advance of 5 to 10 percent. in quotations 
as upon similar previous occasions. Belgian casting and pig has been 
in active request, and the best descriptions have made 3/. per ton. 
English casting pig has been dealt in at 2/. 12s, per ton. It is pro- 
posed to relight an additional blast-furnace in the Charleroi district. 
As regards refining pig the works are generally engaged in the Char- 
leroi group until the end of December. A price of 5/. 8s. per ton has 
been generally adopted for iron, and producers show a disposition 
to accept only contracts of some little importance. Girders have 
become scarce, and are quoted at from 5/. 16s. to 67. 4s. per ton. 
Plates have made 7/. 8s.to 7/.12s. per ton. The Belgian Government 
has not approved any of the tenders sent in in connection with a re- 
cent adjudication of 2000 tons of steel rails required for the Belgian 
State Railways. The average of the tenders delivered was 6/. 7s. 
per ton. The production of pig-iron in Germany in June amounted 
to 246,000 tons, as compared with 215,000 tons in June, 1881, show- 
ing an increase of 15 percent. The Esslerges Construction Work- 
shops Company has secured an order for 12 goods locomotives at 
Strasbourg, at 1960/. per engine. 

Firmness still characterises the Belgian coal trade. Good in- 
dustrial coal is held at 7s. 10d. per ton, and in some cases this rate is 
slightly exceeded. The activity prevailing is reflected in the fact 
that in the week ending Aug. 6 2122 more coal trucks passed over 
the Belgian State Railways than in the corresponding seven days of 
1881. The firmness of the German coal markets has exerted a favour- 
able effect upon the prices of coke. The general tendency of the 
German coal market is favourable, the demand having become more 
decided, especially on the part of the metallurgical interest. Quota- 
tions have presented continued firmness. More or less important 
advances have been attempted at several points in quotations; but, 
upon the whole, prices have not experienced any material change. 
Coal deliveries have shown considerable activity in Germany, 7123 
trucks having passed daily over the railways, accommodating the 
basins of the Ruhr during the second half of July, while the corre- 
sponding daily average in the corresponding period of 1881 did not 
exceed 6190 trucks. Deliveries of German coal to Hamburg appear 
to be gradually increasing in importance; thus, 3683 trucks were 
dispatched to Hamburg in July this year, as compared with 3511 
trucks in July, 1881. The consumption in Hamburg itself appears 
to have remained stationary, and even to have slightly declined, but 
it has extended in the surrounding district. Business in the Sarre- 
bruck group has continued to present a favourable aspect; the 
deliveries made to Switzeriand and Italy present a rather marked 
advance; on the other hand, the deliveries to France have not been 
very heavy. 

The general aspect of the French iron trade continues favourable. 
Orders have arrived freely, especially in the Nord, where producers 
|may be said to be overdone with work. Ordinary iron has been 

quoted at Paris at 8/. per ton. An adjudication of 187,000 tons of 
| Steel rails, required for the French State Railways, will not be post- 
| poned to an ulterior date, as had been rumoured. On the contrary, 
the Government has concluded private arrangements with almost all 
| the companies which submitted tenders. These latter have reduced 
their quotations to a greater or less extent, and they have arrived 
}at an understanding with the Government ona basis of 8/. 4s. to 
| 87. 5s. $d. per ton. The Creusot, the Denain, the Saint Nazaire, the 
Commentry, and the Terrenoire Companies, as well as the Eastern 
of France Steelworks and the Naval Steelworks, have shared the 
orders given out, according to their productive capacities, Pig has 
been well maintained upon the French markets; casting pig has 
been especially in demand. As regards refining pig, it must not be 
forgotten that several new steelworks will be brought into operation 
during the course of the next few months, and that they will cer- 
tainly absorb 300,000 tons in 1883. Under these circumstances, we 
cannot be surprised to see prices firmly maintained. The upward 
tendency noticed upon the German markets has become more de- 
Pig is in such active demand 
that several firms have decided to increase their means of production 
in order to satisfy the requirements of consumers. 








THE TRANSVAAL GOLDFIELDS.—The following is an extract 
from a letter, dated Pretoria, July 16:— You will have scen by the 
last papers sent you that a new gold field had been discovered in 
the Transvaal. At present the information we have received is ex- 
tremely good, One young fellow writes to his father here that he is 
making 8/.a day; another writes that all the claims are payable, 
that there is no fear of diggers getting bad claims; and there isalso 
news of another spot having been found about 10 miles from the 
first. These two places are calculated to hold 5000 diggers. There 
The old diggings at Pilgrim’s Rest are 
deserted, also Leydenburg and Middleburg. The new diggings are 
distant 130 miles from here. Many have already gone from Pretoria, 
and by the end of the month, if the tidings hold good, there will 
not be many left here. When the first news came of the gold fields 
the Volksraad passed a law not to throw them open to the public, 
but to grant concessions in small plots to purchasers. The people of 
Pretoria then held a meeting, 100 names were put down, and a letter 
was sent to the Executive asking for a concession for the Pretorians. 
The reply was that at present the Government would not grant con- 


|cessions on these fields, as they would be reserved for their own 


benefit; but if he liked to pay 100/. for a prospecting license we 
might go farther afield, where gold had not yet been discovered, 
and if our prospection discovered anything they would then treat 
with us. The meeting, thoroughly disgusted, then resolved to take 
no notice; but as there were reports of the fields having already 
attracted a number of people who had taken out claims and formed 
themselves into a community, appointed a diggers’ committee, and 
resolving to abide by the old gold laws, it was resolred that any 
number of the Pretoria Committee wishing to go to the gold fields, 


‘should do so, and join the people at the gold fields, taking his 


chance with them in helping to resist the unjust law of con- 
cession. The Government have now sent a commander, but it is 
all moonshine. The Boer people ace flocking there to take out their 
claims, and are all against the concession laws of the Government. 
The Government might as well try to overturn a mountain as eject 
diggers from a good rush, for by this time the news is all over the 
world, and thousands will be flocking in the country. The great 
concessionaire Necbrapins is having about 300 men coming to Pre- 
toria to his works, nine miles from here. He has concessions now 
for spirits, sugar, iron, &c. There are also silver and gold mines 
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being worked by companies 30 miles from here, and they are bring- 
ing people to the country to work them. In fact, the future of this 
country looks at present very bright.”

| panic among native labourers that one might have seen hundreds of Moplahs 
| and Cherambers hurrying down to their villages via the Oarcoor ghaut. Not- 
| withstanding there has been a perfect glut in the labour market, and gangs of 
| Wodders, Maplahs, Cherambers, and Canarese come round at all hours of the 
| day in search of work. Fortunately the Rhodes Reef, Phoenix, and South-east 
| Wynaad Companies can direct all their energies to the important work of stead
